Women in Horticulture. 


Vick’s Magazine. 

According to the census of 1890 there 
were 312 commercial greenhouses. or 
about one in fifteen owned aad managed 
by women. We have a_ personal ac- 
quaintance with several women who are 
successful retail florists. Other women, 
to our knowledge, are making a success 
of raising carnations and other flowers 
for the wholesale trade. These people 
soon learn that the business of raising 
aud selling flowers is beset by much care 
and labor that does not come under the 
head of poetry. And yet all women 
florists that we have met were led into 
the business because they first of all loved 
flowers. It adds to the delight and suc- 
cess of any occupation if one has a love 
therefor. There is no question that, as a 
rule. women have a greater fondness than 
men for tlowers. Why, therefore, should 
they not engage in growing and handling 
them for profit? The rougher work 
about flower raising. such as the care of 
greeahouse furnaces, the handling of soil 
and manure and the like, can easily be 
done by men who work for moderate 
wages. If women are successful as 
florists, they are equally su as raisers of 
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vegetables and small fruits, especially 
strawberries; they direct the rougher 
work, help to prepare the produce for 
customers, and perhaps take in hand the 
selling, thus keeping closely in touch with 
the state of the market.. Generally speak- 
ing, we think that the raising of straw- 
berries near our best markets is farther 
from being overdone than that of almost 
any other kind of produce. The con- 
sumption is enormous, and fresh fruit 
brought quickly from the fields without a 
large distance intervening, always will 
sell considerably higher than fruit long 
from the vines that has been shipped. 
Much of the work of picking and hand- 
ling small fruits is well suited to be done 
by women. 


Whitewash for Scale. 


A Tennessee correspondent refers to 
Mr. Saunders’ note in regard to the de- 
struction of scale by lime wash, and re- 
marks that he practiced it successfully a 
half century ago, adding, however, a little 
soot with the lime wash in order to take 
away its glaring color. It has also been 
in use by the old German settlers of 
Pennsylvania for a couple of centuries, 
who applied it not merely for the de- 
struction of scale, but for all other insects 
and injurious fungus. No trees can be 
healthier then those old-fashioned people 
can present. No one need fear the San 
Jose Scale, or any other scale, who ap- 
plies annually a coat of whitewash as de- 
scribed. So many ot these admirable 
horticultural practices of our forefathers 
have been suffered to fall into disuse to 
be replaced by other more complicated 
and less satisfactory applications that 
correspond. Like Mr. Saunders, those 
who bring these old, worthy practices 
again to the foreground deserve more 
thanks than those who are continually talk- 
ing of new notions.—Meehans’ Monthly. 


Fruit trees in cultivated lands suffer 
much less from drouth and winds than 
those in sod. The fruit is larger and bet- 
ter. An examination of the soil in Ne- 
braska showed that for every 100 barrels 
of water in the first 20 inches of sod there 
were 140 barrels in cultivated land. It is 
not practicable to appiy a mulch of straw 
or other material, but the other few inches 
of soil when kept light and shallow serve 
as a mu!ch for all below.—American 
Agriculturist.

Orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filed at tlie lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEAsoN.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. ; 

We have great advantages to offer. here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You ean de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment.

We 
wish it expressly understood that payment is 
expected from the first collections made, and 
the time named is only intended as so many 
days of grace in which to make returns.

If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thorouguly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out. 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be cousidered an 
evidence of bad condition, as we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in tue natural way.
